* b Letters, which we 
now firft publiſhed from the 


originals, which were written by ſome 
of the moſt diftinguiſhed perſonages 
of the laſt century, came into the 
hands of Sir Gro Bom Y, Bart. 
in conſcquence of his being deſcend- 
ed from Ruezzra, natural daughter 
to Prince Ruytxr, third fon of Fre- 
derick, King of Bohemia, and nephew 
to Charles the Firſt, King of England. 
As theſe Letters have been preſerved 
in Sir Gzoxcs BrowLeEy's family, and 
were written by perſons of ſuch high 
rank, and who were ſo nearly allied 
to the preſent royal family of Eag-

land, he thought the printing of 
them might not be unacceptable to 


the Public. And, indeed, thoſe who 
have been attached to the ſtudy of 


hiſtory and antiquities, have gene- 
rally approved of the publication of 
ſuch letters, as were written by per- 
ſons of eminent ſtation, and who 
had themſelves a perſonal ſhare in 
great and important tranſactions, 
For ſuch letters often throw a great 
light upon the hiſtory of the times: 
and even when at firſt view they 
appear not very - important, they 
tend to elucidate facts and charac- 
ters, which are not ſufficiently illuſ- 
trated in the general hiſtorics of 
the age in which they were writ-

As the greateſt part of the Letters 
contained in this collection, were

written by and to the PaLatinNg Fa- 
vILY, it appears not improper to 
give here ſome account of them; 
and the rather, becauſe many of 
the facts and circumſtances, referred 


to in theſe Letters, will thereby be 
the better underſtood, 


FRED ERICk, Elector Palatine, was 
married to the Princeſs Elizabeth, 
daughter to James the Firſt, King of 
England, on the 14th of February 
1613 (). It is a circumſtance not 
unworthy of remark, that the banns 
of marriage for this Prince and the 
Princeſs Elizabeth, were publiſhed in 
the chapel-royal (). Mr. Hume ſays, 
that © this marriage, though cele-

brated with great joy and feſtivity, 
proved, itſelf, a very unhappy event 
to the King, as well as to his ſon- 
in-law, and had ill conſequences on 
the reputation and fortunes of both. 
The Elector, truſting to ſo great an 
alliance, engaged in enterpriſes be- 
yond his ſtrength : and the King, 
not being able to ſupport him in his 
diſtreſs, loſt entirely, in the end of his 
life, what remained of the affections 
and eſteem of his own ſubjects ().“ 
It was in the year 1619, that the 
Elector Palatine was made King of 
Bohemia (*). He received his crown 
from a brave, injured, and oppreſſed 
people; but they were overwhelmed

by the ſuperior power of the Houſe | 
of Auſtriaz and his father-in-law, . 
King James, had too little zeal for 
the Proteſtant cauſe, and was too 
averſe to war, to take any active or ſpi- 
rited meaſures in his behalf. James, 
inſtead of ſupporting Frederick, and 
the Bohemian Proteſtants by whom 
he was elected, ſuffered him not only 
to be deprived of his new kingdom, 
but even of his hereditary dominions. 
He underwent a variety of difficul- 
ties and hardſhips, and at length died 
on the 29th of November, 1632. 

The letters of the King of Bohe- 
mia, contained in this collection, are 
expreſſive of a very ſtrong and tender 
attachment to the Queen, his wife z 
and when he writes to that princeſs, 
expreſſes himſelf thus: Would to 
© God, that we had a little corner

© of the world, in which we could 
“live quietly and contentedly toge- 
<« ther! that is all the happineſs I 
© wiſh for ();“ it is not eaſy to 


avoid ſympathizing with this royal 
couple in their misfortunes, 


EL1ZAaBETH, daughter of King 
James I. Princeſs Palatine, and Queen 
of Bohemia, was a very amiable prin- 
ceſs. Mr. Granger ſays, that“ ſhe 
bore her misfortunes with dignity, 
and even magnanimity. So engag- 
ing was her behaviour, that ſhe was, 


in the Low Countries, called The 
«© Queen of Hearts. When her for- 


tunes were at the loweſt ebb, ſhe 
never departed from her dignity ; 
and poverty and diſtreſs ſeemed to 
have had no other effect upon her,

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but to render her more an object of 
admiration than ſhe was before (').” 

The King and Queen of Bohemia 
had eight children (). FRED ERIC, 
the eldeſt, was returning with his 
father from Amſterdam to Utrecht, 
in a common paſſage- boat, when the 
veſſel overſet, in a thick fog, and the 
prince, clinging to the Kat, was en- 
tangled in the tackling, half frozen 
to death, and at length drowned. 
The King, with ſome difficulty, 
ſaved his life by ſwimming (). 

CHaklss LRwis, eldeſt ſurviving 
ſon of the King of Bohemia, came 
into England at eighteen years of 
age, and was honoured with the Gar- 
ter. Upon the breaking out of the

He was reſtored to the Lower Pala- 
tinate in 1648, upon condition of 
his quitting all right and title to the 
Upper.

1685 (). 


Prince Rurzzr, third ſon of 


King of Bohemia, by the Princeſs 
Elizabeth, eldeſt daughter of King

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James I. had an education, like that 
of moſt German princes, eſpecially 
younger brothers, which qualified 
him for arms; and thoſe who have 
been the leaſt inclined to favour him, 
admit, that he was well adapted, 
both by his natural abilities, and his 
acquired endowments, to form a 
great commander (). When the civil 
war commenced, he came and offer- 
ed his ſword, when he was ſcarcely 
of age, to his uncle, King Charles I. 
Through the whole war he behaved 
with great intrepidity; and Mr. 
Granger obſerves, that © he poſſeſſ- 
ed, in a high degree, that kind of 
courage, which is better to attack 
than defend; and is leſs adapted to 
the land ſervice than that of the ſea,

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where precipitate valour is in its 


element. He ſeldom engaged but 
he gained the' advantage, which he 
generally loſt by puſhing it too far. 
He was better qualified to ſtorm a 
citadel, or even mount a breach, 
than patiently to ſuſtain a ſiege; 
and would have furniſhed an excel- 
lent hand to a general of a cooler 
head ().“ | 

In conſideration of his ſervices, 
and on account of his affinity to 
him, King Charles made Prince Ru- 
pert a Knight of the Garter; and by 
his letters patent, bearing date at 
Oxford, the 19th of January, in the 
nineteenth year of his reign, made 
him a free denizen; and, on the 
24th of the ſame month, advanced

bim to the dignity of a peer of Eng- 


land, by the title of Earl of Holder- 
neſſe, and Duke of Cumberland (). 
When the civil war was over, he 
went abroad with a paſs from the 
parliament ; but when the fleet re- 
volted to the Prince of Wales, he 
readily went on board it, where he 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf by the vigour | 
of his counſels. His advice, how- 
ever, was not followed ; but, on the 
return of the fleet to Holland, the 
command of it was left to him. He 
then ſailed toIreland, where he endea- 
voured to ſupport the declining royal 
cauſe; but he was quickly purſued by 
the ſuperior fleet of the parliament, 
under Popham and Blake, who, in 
the winter of the year 1649, blocked

him up in the haven of Kinſale. He 


eſcaped, however, by making a bold 


effort, and puſhing through their 


fleet (). 
After the Reftoration, Prince Ru- 


pert was invited to return to Eng- 
land, and had feveral offices con- 
ferred upon him. On the 28th of 


April, 1662, he was ſworn a member 


of the privy council; and, in Decem- 
ber following, he was admitted a 
Fellow of the Royal Society. In the 
year 1666, the King entruſted him, 
in conjunction with the Duke of Al- 
bemarle, to command the fleet, when 


he exhibited all the qualities that are 


neceſſary to conſtitute a great ad- 
miral. By his happy return to the 


fleet, on the 3d of June, he wrefted

Prince Rupert diſplayed, in this na-

From this time Prince Rupert led 
a quiet, and chiefly a retired life, 
moſtly at Windfor-caſtle, of which 
he was governor ; and he very much 


employed himſelf in the proſecution

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riments, as well as in the practice of 
mechanic arts, for which he was 
very famous (). He is mentioned by 
foreign authors with applauſe for his 
fill in painting; and is conſidered as 
the inventor of mezzotinto, of which 
he is ſaid to have taken the hint from 
a ſoldier ſcraping his ruſty fuſil. The 
Prince going out early one morning, 
obſerved a centinel at ſome diſtance 
from his poſt, very buſy doing ſome- 
thing to his piece. The Prince aſlæ- 
ed, what he was about ? He replied, 
that the dew had fallen in the night, 
had made his fuſil ruſty, and that 
he was ſcraping and cleaning it. The 
Prince looking at it, was ſtruck with 
ſomething like a figure eaten into

this trifling incident Prince Rupert 
is ſaid to have conceived mezzotinto. 
| He concluded, that ſome contrivance 
might be found to cover a braſs plate 
WH with ſuch a grained ground of fine 
„ WH prefied holes, which would undoubt- 
- edly give an impreſſion all black, 
and that by ſcraping away proper 
parts, the ſmooth ſuperficies would 
leave the reſt of the paper white. 
cCommunicating his ideas to Walle- 
„rant Vaillant, a painter whom he 
„ maintained, they made ſeveral expe- 
e riments, and at laſt invented a ſteel 
roller, cut with tools to make teeth

Prince Rupert alſo delighted in 
making locks for fire-arms, and was

Prince Maurice, fourth ſon of the 
King of Bohemia, entered into the 


ſervice of King Charles I. about the 


fame time with his brother. Mr. 
Granger ſays, that he was not of

ſo active and fierce a nature as Ru- 
pert; but knew better how to purſue 
any advantages gained over the ene- 
my. He wanted a little of his bro- 
ther's fire, and Rupert a great deal of 
his phlegm. He laid fiege to ſeveral 
places in the Weſt, and took Exeter 
and Dartmouth. His moſt ſignal ex- 
ploit was the victory at Lanſdown ().“ 

ELizaBETH, eldeſt daughter of the 
King of Bohemia, is obſerved by Mr : 
Granger, to have been © one of the 
moſt extraordinary women that we 
read of in hiſtory. She correſponded 
with the celebrated Des Cartes, who 
was regarded as the Newton of his 
time, upon the moſt difficult and ab- 
| firuſe ſubjects. That 'philoſopher 
tells her, in the Dedication of hit 
Principia, which he addreſſed to her; 
bans ſhe was the only perſon he had

Gerard Honthorſt had 
the honour of inſtructing the Queen 
of Bohemia and her family in the 
art of painting: of theſe the greateſt 
proficients were Louiſa, and the Prin- 
ceſs Sophia, her fifter. In 1664, 
Louiſa turned Roman Catholic, and 
was made Abbeſs of Maubuiſſon, at 
Ponthoiſe, near Paris. She died in 
1709, aged eighty-fix. There is a 
portrait of her, in a ſtraw hat, at 
Wilton, by Gerard Honthorſt (J. 
The Princeſs Sor hIA, third daugh- 
ter of the King of Bohemia, and 
mother to George- the Firſt, King of 
Great Britain, is obſerved by Mr.

I 
find alſo that the Swedes are not to expect any 
thing from- England before the treaty at 
Hambourg be accompliſhed ; to which, if 
any Ambaſſador be ſent, the Archbiſhop and 
Count Holland have promiſed Cave it ſhould be 
Thomas Rowe. Concerning my brother Ru- 
pert, the King did not ſeem unwilling to let 
him have the fix thouſand men; but he faith 
he knew, not whether France would be willing:

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zs likely to have that charge. He defired 


me to get the form of the founding of the 
Weſt-India camp here, how continued, and 
how governed at this preſent; which I doubt 
not will be beſt got at Leyden, of M. de Laet.

If the next poſt from 
Nuremberg bring no alteration, I intend to 
ſet forward towards Franckfort, very ſud- 
denly.

As for the Sereniſſime Prince of 
Baſſan, and I know not what, I believe he is 
a-kin to the Queen of Cracovia, in the Knight 
of the Burning Peſtle. Your Majeſty was not 
miſtaken in him: his Highneſs was graciouſly 
pleaſed to accept from me three ducats for his 
journey, beſides his defraying. I doubt not but 
he, and the counterfeit Ormond and Offory, 
will come to one and the fame end one day.

promiſed me; and I was defired to aſk the 
parties. It was reaſon you ſhould pay for 
them more than I, You could not loſe by 
| ſending the corn and wine but very little; 
but you know I did offer that from Baghrad 
the tranſport would coſt you nothing. You 
ſent me once ſeven thouſand guilders, and 
never ſince any more, beſides the fifteen thou- 
ſand guilders, only two thouſand guilders for 
living. I do not mention the mournings, for 
that is a thing of courſe. I had not taſted 


fine bread and candles, if you had helped me» 
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as you promiſed : but fifteen thouſand guilders 
could not do it, living as I do, much leſs as I 
ſhould ; which made me in a manner beg the 
States' aſſiſtance : and as it is, I cannot give 
my ſervants their wages. If remembering of 
you to have more would have done it, you 
ſhould not have lacked ; but when I wrote 
to you of ſome things of that nature, T never 
received anſwer, which has hindered 'me for 
to write concerning of my niece's mourning ; 
but ſince you defire to be remembered of it, 
and may ſend it me with what it coſt. I again 
aſſure you there is nothing I more defire than

(HE Sen Charles Ferdinand of Wal- 
lenſtein having been here this ſennight 
from the Emperor, to demand preſent aſſiſt- 
ance from me, as he hath done from other 
Electors and Princes, I have been hindered 
from diſpatching to your Majeſty about the 
money buſineſs. I have little reaſon to trouble 
your Majeſty often with letters upon that ſub- 
jet, fince moſt commonly they are either 
miſconſtrued, or the reaſons I alledge not at- 
tended ; as now lately, when I write, it was for 
want of remembering that I did not ſend 
ſomething, inſtead of the corn and wine your 
Majeſty challenged, but, as I have ſhewed 
formerly (by the contents of the very words of 
the letters which were alledged) I never pro- 


miſed, I meant my treaſurer Shloer, becauſe 


very well remember that your Majeſty ſel- 
dom wrote to me but upon money ſubje&s 
ſince J was in Germany; which I do not 


blame 
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blame your Majeſty for; but only I am ſorry 
that oftentimes I could not anſwer you but 
with my leg. As for the tranſport of wine 
and corn from Bocharach into Holland, that 
it ſhould coſt me nothing, I hope your Ma. 
jeſty doth not think me ſo ſtupid, that if any 
ſuch ways had been ſhewed, I ſhould not 
have accepted it, for my own profit, as well 
as for your Majeſty's accommodation. But 
thoſe that make ſuch projects are better ac- 
quainted how to eat and drink it, than how 
to ſell it, and love to tattle of it; but when 
it comes to the point, they know not how to 
make it good.

To the Queen. 


MAD AM, 

DOUBT not but your Majeſty hath un- 
derſtood by Ruſtorff the ſtate of my buſi- 
neſs here; and becauſe I would not give him 
any inſtructions before I knew your advice, I 
bid him ſet down ſome conſiderations of his 
own, of which (beſides what you will elſe 
12 think 
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think fit) your Majeſty may make his inſtrue« 
tions, and ſend them over to me; and hav- 
ing put them into cyphers, and ſigned them, 
will ſend them after him to Vienna. This 
is not neceſſary now, becauſe you have al- 
ready ſigned his inſtructions. I would not 
anſwer your Majeſty's letter of the 45 of 
March by .290, for fear of his curioſity ; but 
now I need not fear the bearer. Though Tay- 
lor be an arrant knave, and a zealous Papiſt, 
and the King himſelf confeſſes that he is gone 
farther than his inſtructions, yet he excuſes it 
thus: as for the title, that Taylor would not 
be ſuffered by the Emperor to treat if he gave it 
me ; and as to what he ſpeaks of the fleet, he 
ſayeth, that Taylor was fain to ſay that, to 
make the treaty the eaſier ; but he aſſured me, 
that it was not in his inſtructions, nor to deſire 
the ban to be taken from me, or the door of 
grace to be opened to me; for which the 
King ſent him a reprimand, that he had gone 
too far in this. But now, in the inſtructions 
of my Lord Marſhall, the ban is named 
again, which I could not hinder for my life. 
Ruſtorff is of opinion, that I ſhould deſire 
the ban to be taken away from my father, 

9 and 
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my father guilty ? for, methinks, if I defire 
the ban to be taken from him, I declare it 
juſt ; if it be juſt, my father is made guilty. 
Your Majeſty: hearing both this, and my Lord 
Marſhall's reaſons, and conferring them with 
your own, will rightly judge of it. To that 
point of putting the Electoral dignity to a 
Diet, the King faith he will not be content 
with that delay, except the Emperor reſtore 
the country preſently, and give a full aſſu- 
rance of the reſt. That that confederation 
he propounds the King aſſures me will not 
be to give him any affiſtance, or to do any 
hoſtility againſt any of his old allies, it will 
only be to reſtore the common peace to 
Chriſtendom ; and no ſooner till I have aflu- 
rance of a full reſtitution, I cannot but be- 
lieve him. This is all he told me concerning 
theſe propoſitions before he had received your 
letter, of which he ſpoke not to me yet, nei- 
ther would I afk- him, becauſe I thought he 
would- begin- of himſelf ; but fince he doth 
not, I will ſpeak to him of it, and your Ma- 
I believe he hath already wrote it to you by 
| | * my 
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my Lord of Arundel. The project. your Mas 
jeſty writes of will now be hardly underſtood 
by the King, until my Lord Ambaſlador 
writes what the Emperor means to do: the 
States Ambaſſador hath made his propoſition 
to the King of that which Voſperg ſpoke of 
to you. He tells me he doth not quite reject 
it, but doth not think it ſea ſonable now ; yet 
let not the States diſpute for that of their 
negociation, but take heed, leſt they anger 
the King at ſea; for as long as they. will 
diſpute the King's right at ſea, they:muſt.not 
hope any firm alliance with him, ſeeing Spain. 
doth give ſo much way in it: the King pro- 
miſes to fies their herring-buſles, if they will 
give him the due acknowledgments. Let 
them agree; for fo ſmall a punctuality will they, 
I beſeech your Majeſty to confider it, and ta. 
what will become of ' Chacnace and Maſſe's 
quarrel: they: ſay her that the Mareſthal 
and Mon. de la Meillerays ate commanded 
home:; your Majesty knowetls if it be ſo I 
have wrote w the Pringe-for Ference, I would 
. ; oy be 
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be gl your 'iakefly would! feat for Cure. 
I fee by your poſtſcript that your intelligencer 
hath' not lyed, but there is no danger in the 
negociation of the Baron de Puſcol, who is but 
an arrant impoſtor ; and the King hath been 
warned by Queen mother, he would take upon 
him to be ſent by the Cardinal Infante; for 
which he gives no credit to any of his propo- = 
fitions. As I was writing this, I received 
your Majeſty's from the 5 of April, by the 
gentleman Maurice wrote me word of fome. . 
days ago, which came by land. You have 
a great deat of reaſon not to be content with 
the Emperor s offer; but the King affureth 
me that he will never let me condeſcend to 


any thing which may any ways prejudice me 
or my cauſe, neither will he acknowledge the 
ban upon my father or me: only he will the 
Emperor take it from him ; but .methinks - 
that will be as much as acknowledging it 
juſt. I did never candeſcend w that, nor will | 
I do it, except you find it pad : but I wil | 
ſcek all means to put the King from. it. We 
ſhall read and confider the reaſons againſt 
raking of a part of the Palatinate, and. write

cerning my brother, the King deſires him 
to ſtay here longer, and the Queen alſo; for 
they ſay, ſeeing we have been fo long together, 
ſhe would not have him go.
